Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1956. 

The  population  which  appears  to  be  steadily  increasing  was 
6,700  compared  with  6,610  in  1955. 
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The  birth  rate  (14.0)  is  lower  than  last  year  (15.8)  and  less  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  (15.7). 

The  death  rate  (9.5)  is  lower  than  last  year  (13.0),  and  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.7). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  are  from  diseases  associated  with 
elderly  people. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  New  Packington  has  been 
completed. 

89  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  making  a total  of 
45 1 houses  completed  in  the  post-war  period. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  436,  and  the  number  of  applications  received  during 
the  year  87. 

With  respect  to  general  housing  conditions  the  position  is 
rapidly  deteriorating  due  to  the  large  proportion  of  old  property 
in  the  area. 

During  the  year  17  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  were  notified, 
1 1 Scarlet  Fever  and  6 Measles.  The  Scarlet  Fever  was  mild. 

I am  pleased  to  report  a welcome  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  receiving  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria. 

Two  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  both  Pulmonary  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  County  and  to  Dr.  Mair  and  his  staff  in 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Groby  Road,  Leicester,  for  their 
help  and  co-operation. 

Finally,  I must  thank  Mr.  T.  H.  Farrell,  Surveyor  and  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Ford,  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  their  invaluable  help  during  the  year  and  to  you, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen  for  your  kindness  and  courtesy.
